BRIEF  REPORT  TO  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  ON 
EDUCATION   for  the  year  ended  31st  July,  1918. 

In  view  of  the  continuance  of  the  War  with  the  increasing 
difficulties  consequent  on  additional  men  teachers  being  called  to 
serve  in  His  Majesty's  Forces,  and  the  steadily  rising  cost  of  all 
school  requisites,  the  policy  of  the  Committee  during  the  past  year 
has  been  limited  in  large  measure  to  the  maintenance  of  the  effi- 
ciency of  all  branches  of  educational  work  under  its  direction. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  the  passing  of  an  Education  Act 
which,  in  its  far  reaching  scope  in  promoting  the  establishment  of 
a  national  system  of  education,  will  involve  comprehensive  develop- 
ments in  the  educational  scheme  for  the  City,  and  which  will  demand 
thorough  consideration  by  the  Education  Committee  in  the  near 
future. 

ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION. 
School  Building  operations  are  suspended  for  the  period  of 
the  war,  and,  therefore,  apart  from  minor  alterations  which  have 
been  necessary  and  urgent  in  the  interests  of  the  children,  no  con- 
structional work  has  been  undertaken  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  Military  Authorities  requisitioning  Schools  for 
use  as  Military  Hospitals,  certain  school  buildings  are  now  used 
jointly  by  two  sets  of  school  children.  To  limit,  so  far  as  possible, 
interference  in  the  education  of  these  children,  additional  premises 
have  been  rented  in  various  parts  of  the  City  to  enable  all  children 
above  Standard  III.  to  receive  full  time  education.  The  average 
number  of  children  on  the  roll  for  the  twelve  months  ended  31st 
July,  1918,  was  74,882  and  the  average  attendance  for  the  same 
period  was  63,162. 

During  the  year  the  attendance  has  suffered  wry  severely  in 
consequence  of  epidemic  sickness  in  the  form  of  meash  s  and  influenza, 
and  on  two  occasions  it  was  necessary  to  close  the  Infants'  Schools 
for  short  periods.  The  percentage  of  average  attendance  for  child- 
ren over  5  years  of  age  was  87.1,  and  for  children  under  5  years  of 
age  5$-3-  The  total  percentage  for  all  children  was  84.3.  Pro- 
ceedings have  been  taken  against  the  parents  of  910  children  owing 
to  unsatisfactory  attendance  at  School.  Many  of  these  prosecutions 
have  been  in  consequence  of  the  uncleanly  conditions  for  which 
the  children  have  been  excluded.  Increased  penalties  have  been 
imposed  where  the  defendants  had  previously  been  before  the 
Court,  and  in  a  considerable  number  of  cases  the  maximum  penalty 
has  been  inflicted.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Committee 
have  received  during  the  year  the  support  of  the  Magistrates  in 
their  efforts  to  ensure  that  the  children  shall  receive  the  full  advan- 
tage of  attendance  at  the  Elementary  Schools. 
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The  scope  of  the  work  of  the  Attendance  Section  is  steadily 
growing,  especially  in  view  of  detailed  information  required  by  the 
office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  the  many  enquiries  arising 
from  War  conditions. 

Further  development  has  taken  place  in  the  School  Medical 
Service.  To  meet  the  demand  for  treatment  arising  from  the 
medical  inspection  of  school  children,  which  the  local  Hospitals  are 
now  unable  to  cope  with,  five  Branch  Clinics  have  been  opened 
during  the  year  in  various  parts  of  the  City,  and  plans  have  been 
approved  for  a  further  Clinic  to  serve  the  Holbeck  district.  The 
Branch  Clinics  have  relieved  the  pressure  of  work  at  the  Central 
Clinic  and  have  tended  to  a  more  expeditious  treatment  of  the 
cases.  The  Clinics  are  now  quite  popular.  During  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1917,  13,936  attendances  were  made  for  treatment 
as  compared  with  3,485  in  1916. 

In  view  of  the  shortage  of  the  Medical  Staff,  the  ordinary 
examination  for  "  entrants  "  and  "  leavers  "  has  been  discontinued 
and  the  Medical  Service  has  devoted  its  energies  to  cases  of  ailing 
children  selected  by  the  School  Nurses.  To  carry  on  this  work 
and  the  increased  amount  of  treatment  at  the  Clinics,  9  additional 
Nurses  have  been  appointed.  Refraction  Treatment  for  school 
children  cannot  now  be  obtained  at  the  Local  Hospitals,  conse- 
quently the  time  devoted  to  this  work  by  the  School  Oculist  has 
been  extended.  A  further  extension  has  been  made  also  in  the 
Dental  Work  to  cover  the  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment  of  an 
additional  Age  Group  in  1917-18,  and  a  new  Dental  Clinic  will  be 
opened  in  the  Edgar  Street  premises  at  the  beginning  of  the  next 
Educational  Year.  Unfortunately,  difficulties  have  arisen  as  the 
Dentist  appointed  for  the  new  Clinic  has  been  called  up  for  Army 
Work  and  one  of  the  part-time  Dentists  has  been  compelled  to 
relinquish  his  appointment. 

Early  in  the  year  a  Scheme  of  Co-operation  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  deal  with  outbreaks  of 
infectious  sickness  and  the  cleansing  of  cases  of  verminous  children, 
was  approved. 

The  industrial  prosperity  of  the  City  and  the  almost  entire 
absence  of  distress  has  produced  a  steady  diminution  in  the  number 
ol  Ik •(  cssitous  school  children.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there 
were  58  school  children  receiving  free  meals,  but  the  number  fell  to 
26  at  the  end  of  the  year.  During  the  year  6,042  meals  have  been 
provided  at  a  cost  of  £147  3s.  gd. 

In  view  of  the  small  number  of  children  requiring  meals,  the 
Caterer  in  April  last  expressed  a  desire  to  relinquish  the  work,  and 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  feeding  of  the  lew  necessitous 
children  through  the  National  Kitchens,  the  Cookery  Centres,  or 
Local  Caterers, 


In  the  Special  Schools  for  the  Education  and  Training  of  Men- 
tally Defective  Children  and  in  the  Schools  for  Physically  Defective 
Children  including  Blind,  Deaf,  and  Crippled  Children,  the  efficiency 
of  the  work  has  been  fully  maintained  ;  and  in  the  Industrial 
Schools,  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  arising  from  war-time  conditions, 
steady  progress  has  been  made.  The  boys  at  Shadwell  and  tin- 
girls  at  Thorparch  are  patriotically  cultivating  additional  ground 
to  help  so  far  as  possible  the  food  supply,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
the  excellent  reports  received  on  the  work  of  these  Schools  and  the 
very  creditable  after-school  careers  of  many  of  the  boys  and  girls. 

Street  Trading  and  the  General  Employment  of  Juveniles  have 
been  carefully  supervised  during  the  year.  The  number  of  licences 
in  force  is  759,  being  a  decrease  of  4  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  Of  this  number  361  Traders  have  finished  their  school  careers, 
and  398  are  not  yet  exempt  from  attendance. 

The  number  of  offences  reported  during  the  twelve  months  in 
respect  of  young  persons  holding  licences  from  the  Committee  was 
274,  but  in  no  case  was  the  complaint  of  a  very  serious  nature.  73 
notices  have  been  served  during  the  year,  30  traders  have  appeared 
before  the  Committee  ;  2  licences  have  been  revoked  and  4  tem- 
porarily suspended,  and  in  1  case  a  prosecution  was  ordered.  12 
traders  have  appeared  before  the  Court  at  the  instance  of  the  Police 
for  offences  outside  the  provision  of  the  Street  Trading  Bye-Laws, 
of  whom  4  were  children  in  attendance  at  School ;  6  were  fined  ; 
2  were  bound  over  ;  1  was  discharged  on  the  payment  of  costs, 
and  3  were  dismissed  under  the  Probation  of  Offenders  Act. 

There  are  approximately  1,700  children  engaged  in  part-time 
time  employment  other  than  Street  Trading.    During  the  year  521 
£  children  have  been  found  illegally  employed,  194  of  whom  were 

children  under  the  age  of  12  years.  97  "  warning  notices  "  have 
been  served  in  respect  of  these  offences,  and  39  of  the  Employers 
have  appeared  before  the  Committee.  15  persons  have  been  sum 
moned  for  Breaches  of  the  Bye-Laws  ;  4  were  fined  40s.,  5, 
20s.,  1,  10s.  ;  2  were  ordered  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  proceedings  ; 
2  were  bound  over,  and  1  was  dismissed  under  the  Probation 
of  Offenders  Act.  In  the  case  of  one  boy  who  had  been  absent  from 
his  home  for  six  months,  and  who  was  subsequently  discovered 
employed  by  a  Canal  Boatman,  a  penalty  of  40s.  was  imposed  on 
the  Captain  of  the  Barge,  and  the  boy  was  committed  to  the  Shad- 
well  Industrial  School  for  wandering  and  not  being  under  proper 
guardianship. 

During  the  year  34  applications  have  been  made  to  the  Magis- 
4  trates  in  respect  of  84  children  for  permission  to  be  engaged  in 

^         places  of  amusement.    The  various  places  of  entertainment  where 
the  children  were  engaged  have  bu  n  regularly  visited,  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  the  Managements  have  shown  care  with 
q  regard  to  the  welfare  of  the  children  while  on  the  premises,  and  that 

V?  during  their  stay  in  Leeds  the  attendance  of  the  children  at  School 

has  been  satisfactory. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  Educational  Year  under  review  ail 
interesting  development  took  place  in  the  establishment  of  6  Play 
Centres  situated  in  the  industrial  parts  of  the  City.  The  experiment 
has  proved  a  success.  The  Centres  were  opened  on  three  evenings 
each  week  to  children  of  school  age,  and  under  the  supervision  of 
an  enthusiastic  staff,  they  have  not  only  provided  shelter  and  occu- 
pation for  the  children  during  the  dark  weather,  but  have  proved 
a  means  of  training  the  children  in  healthy  recreation  and  in  a 
profitable  use  of  their  leisure  time.  Over  2,000  children  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  Play  Centres,  and  the  average  attendance  for  the 
whole  session  was  921. 

HIGHER  EDUCATION. 
There  are  at  present  clear  indications  that  the  parents  of  the 
City  in  larger  numbers  are  appreciating  for  their  children  the  advan- 
tages of  Higher  Education.  The  accommodation  in  the  City 
Council  Secondary  Schools  has  proved  insufficient  to  meet  the 
demands  for  enrolment,  and  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Committee 
to  lease  temporary  premises  in  Willow  Terrace  Road  to  accommo- 
date the  Kindergarten  Department  of  the  Girls'  Modern  School, 
and  a  portion  of  the  Friends'  Meeting  House  in  Woodhouse  Lane 
as  an  extension  to  the  Central  High  School.  An  additional  house 
has  been  taken  for  the  Chapel-Allerton  Girls'  High  School,  and  as  a 
temporary  expedient  the  Dewsbury  Road  Wesleyan  Sunday  School 
is  used  in  connection  with  the  Cockburn  High  School.  For  a  per- 
manent extension  of  this  School,  the  Burton  House  Estate  has  been 
purchased.  The  need  for  further  accommodation  in  connection 
with  the  Thoresby  High  School  is  urgent,  and  efforts  are  being  made 
to  secure  suitable  premises. 

Four  Advanced  Courses  of  Instruction  in  the  City  Council 
Secondary  Schools  were  recognised  under  the  Board  of  Education 
Regulations  for  the  year  under  review,  and  the  recognition  of  further 
Courses  has  been  accorded  for  the  next  Educational  Year.  To 
assist  pupils  to  take  advantage  of  the  Advanced  Courses  of  Instruc- 
tion, a  scheme  of  Advanced  Course  Bursarships  has  been  approved 
to  cover  the  cost  of  tuition  fees  and  to  provide  a  grant  of  £10  for  the 
first  year  of  the  Course  and  £15  for  the  second  year.  The  Bursar- 
ships are  granted  by  the  Committee  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Head  Teachers  of  the  Secondary  Schools  and  are  subject  to  the 
parents  undertaking  that  the  pupils  shall  remain  at  the  School  for 
the  lull  Course  extending  over  two  years.  Advanced  Course  Bur- 
sarsliips  have  been  awarded  to  108  pupils  attending  the  Leeds  City 
Council  Secondary  Schools. 

In  recenl  years,  attempts  have  been  made  to  limit  the  number 
oi  examinations  Secondary  School  pupils  wen1  required  to  take 
and  to  avoid  the  unnecessary  interference  with  the  Course  of  Studies. 
These  efforts  have  now  borne  fruit,  and  in  accordance  with  the  desir 
oi  the  Board  <»|  Education  two  examinations,  the  School  Ccrtifical 
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Examination,  suitable  lor  pupils  of  l6  years  oi  age,  and  the  Higher 
Certificate  Examination,  suitable  for  pupils  of  18  years  of  age,  will 
in  general  be  taken  by  Secondary  School  pupils. 

Boys  who  have  completed  the  Elementary  School  Course  are 
taking  advantage  in  greater  numbers  of  the  opportunities  offered 
by  the  Day  Preparatory  Trades  Schools  for  education  and  training 
preparatory  to  entering  the  industries  of  the  district,  and  there  has 
been  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of  young  people  enrolled 
in  the  Technical  Evening  Schools  during  last  Session  as  compared 
with  the  previous  yeai . 

Further  developments  have  taken  place  at  the  Central  Techni- 
cal School,  in  connection  with  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  provide 
extra  accommodation  by  leasing  additional  premises.  The  provi- 
sion for  the  instruction  and  training  of  disabled  Sailors  and  .Soldiers 
to  fit  them  for  re-instatement  in  Civil  Life  has  been  extended.  Full- 
time Day  Courses  have  been  held  in  Boot  Making  and  Repairing, 
Engineering,  Oxy-Acetylene  Welding,  Sanitary  Inspectors'  Work, 
Telegraph}'  and  Linotype  Operating,  and  a  Course  of  Training  for 
the  Tailoring  Trades  is  in  process  of  organisation.  Local  Technical 
Advisory  Committees  have  been  established  by  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  and  the  War  Pensions  Ministry  in  connection  with  the 
Training  of  Disabled  Men  in  the  Clothing,  Boot  and  Shoe,  Building, 
Printing,  and  Furniture  Trades. 

At  the  request  of  the  Marconi  Company,  that  Leeds  should  be 
a  Centre  for  training  youths  as  Wireless  Operators  for  the  Navy 
and  Mercantile  Marine,  a  School  for  this  purpose  was  established 
in  connection  with  the  Technical  School.  Selected  youths  attend 
full-time  day  courses  extending  over  a  period  varying  from  b  to  9 
months,  and  over  200  boys  have  passed  through  the  School  during 
the  past  year. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  War,  classes  have  been  held  at  the  Central 
Technical  School  for  training  men  and  women  as  munition  workers. 
The  success  of  these  classes  resulted  in  a  suggestion  from  the  Min- 
istry of  Munitions  that  the  work  should  be  extended  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  Instructional  Workshops  in  connection  with  the  Central 
Technical  School.  Buildings  in  close  proximity  to  the  School  haw- 
been  rented  for  this  purpose  from  the  Pious  LTses  Trust,  and  the 
workshops  are  now  in  full  operation.  The  Ministry  of  Munitions 
is  responsible  for  the  cost  of  the  equipment  and  the  maintenance 
charges. 

Owing  to  the  calls  for  war  service,  the  number  <>l  students 
attending  the  School  of  Art  shows  a  considerable  decrease,  but 
efficient  work  is  done  as  is  indicated  by  the  results  of  tin-  examina- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Education.  Recently  tin  Advisory  Committee 
of  the  Silk  Workers'  Association  paid  a  visit  to  tin  L'niversitv  <»t 
Leeds  and  the  Leeds  School  of  Art,  with  the  object  of  deciding  upon 
a  Centre  to  which  students  could  be  drafted  from  any  part  oi  the 
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country  for  special  training  in  phases  of  Silk  Weaving  and  Design- 
ing. The  Advisory  Committee,  on  the  conclusion  of  the  visit, 
stated  that  Leeds  had  been  fixed  upon  as  the  most  suitable  Centre. 

The  City  of  Leeds  Training  College  is  maintaining  its  high 
standard  of  efficiency  despite  the  difficulties  consequent  on  the 
College  and  all  the  Women's  Hostels  being  occupied  for  Hospital 
purposes,  and  the  scattered  nature  of  the  buildings  in  which  the 
students  are  now  temporarily  housed. 

An  interesting  development  is  in  view  in  the  establishment  of 
a  Nursery  School  in  which  suitable  students  will  be  trained  as  Nur- 
sery School  Teachers.  North  Hill  House,  with  its  grounds  and 
field,  has  been  rented  for  this  purpose  and  the  Leeds  Day  Nurseries 
Committee  have  been  invited  to  co-operate  in  this  work.  The 
Nurseries  Committee  will  use  as  a  residential  nursery  such  portions 
of  the  premises  as  are  not  required  for  school  purposes. 

Many  students  of  the  Training  College  have  shown  their 
patriotism  by  responding  to  the  appeal  of  the  Ministry  of  National 
Service  to  assist  in  the  harvesting  of  the  crops  and  in  work  on  the 
land,  and  have  devoted  a  portion  of  their  vacation  to  this  work. 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance  at  the  Training  School 
of  Domestic  Economy  has  decreased  owing  to  the  abnormal  con- 
ditions of  the  present  time,  but  the  School  continues  to  do  important 
work,  and  during  the  year  assistance  has  been  given  by  the  School 
Staff  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  connection  with  the  Campaign  in 
Food  and  Fuel  Economy,  and  in  the  development  of  the  National 
Kitchen  Movement. 

The  keen  competition  which  has  been  exhibited  during  the 
past  few  years  for  the  City  Scholarships  led  the  Committee  to  extend 
their  Scheme  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  number  of  Junior  City  Scholarships  offered  for  competition 
has  been  increased  to  a  minimum  of  250  ;  the  number  of  Interme- 
diate Scholarships  increased  from  30  to  40,  and  the  number  of  Senior 
City  Scholarships  from  14  to  20.  The  value  of  the  Senior  City 
Scholarships  is  now  £60  a  year  instead  of  £50  and  that  of  the  Senior 
Technological  Scholarships  £75  a  year  instead  of  £50.  Intermediate 
Art  Scholarships  are  now  offered  in  addition  to  Junior  Art  and 
Senior  Art  Scholarships,  and  the  value  of  the  Senior  Art  Scholar- 
ships is  increased  from  £50  to  £60  a  year.  The  value  of  the  Domestic 
Scholarships  is  raised  from  £30  to  £40  a  year,  and  in  view  of  the 
growing  interest  taken  in  Agriculture  and  Horticulture  Scholarships 
are  offered  for  these  subjects  tenable  at  the  University  of  Leeds. 
Scholarship  awards  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  Scheme, 
and,  as  in  previous  years,  where  the  holders  have  been  called  up  for 
Military  Service,  the  Scholarships  have  been  suspended  until  the 
holders  are  able  to  return  to  their  studies.  18  Free  Places  have 
been  awarded  at  the  University  of  Leeds  to  the  most  promising 
pupils  ol  the  Technical  Iwening  Schools,  and  23  former  awards 
have  been  renewed. 
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The  usual  grant  of  £5,550  lias  been  made  by  the  City  Coun<  i] 
to  the  University  in  respect  of  its  genera]  work,  and  additional 
grants  have  been  made  in  respect  of  the  Science  Instruction  given 
to  the  students  of  the  Yorkshire  Training  School  of  Domestic  Econ- 
omy and  of  the  Tutorial  Classes  held  during  the  Session. 

FINANCE. 

During  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1918,  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  Committee  reached  a  sum  of  £565,520  an  increase  of 
£84,480  on  the  expenditure  for  the  previous  financial  year.  This 
excess  is  accounted  for  by  the  further  increase  in  the  cost  of  food, 
fuel,  light,  and  materials  for  school  use,  the  increase  in  War  Bonus, 
the  increased  charges  for  repairs  to  buildings,  and  the  revised  Scale 
of  Salaries  to  Teachers,  involving  the  special  payment  of  £20  per 
man  and  £15  per  woman,  from  the  Supplementary  Grant  received 
from  the  Board  of  Education.  The  receipts  of  the  Committee 
during  the  same  period  reached  £543,307,  an  increase  of  £50,069  on 
the  receipts  for  the  previous  financial  year.  A  sum  of  £222,000 
equal  to  a  rate  of  25.86d.  in  the  £  was  received  from  the  rates  as 
compared  with  £234,000  during  the  previous  financial  period.  The 
estimated  requirement  for  the  current  financial  year  is  £242,000, 
the  equivalent  of  a  rate  of  28.05d.  in  the  £.  The  Supplementary 
Grants  for  Elementary  and  Higher  Education  amounted  to  over 
£58,000,  and  enabled  the  Committee  to  make  substantial  improve- 
ments in  the  scale  of  salaries  for  Teachers.  It  is  estimated  that  for 
the  current  year  a  sum  of  £59,000  will  be  received  under  this  head. 

The  Special  Grant  to  certain  Necessitous  Education  Authorities 
and  the  Grant  under  the  Local  Taxation  (Customs  and  Excise  Act, 
1890)  have  been  received  as  in  previous  years.  In  the  one  case  the 
amount  was  £13,493  and  in  the  other  £6,610. 

Increased  grants  are  for  the  future  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  the 
Training  School  of  Domestic  Economy,  but  the  increased  grants 
will  not  meet  the  abnormal  position  created  by  the  War,  and  repre- 
sentations have  been  made  to  the  Board  of  Education  with  a  view 
of  obtaining  a  Supplementary  Grant  for  the  School  for  the  period 
of  the  War. 

The  development  of  the  work  of  Medical  Inspection  has  neces- 
sitated an  expenditure  of  £7,757  as  against  £4,732  for  the  previous 
financial  year,  and  provision  has  been  made  in  the  current  war's 
estimates  for  an  expenditure  of  £11,800  in  connection  with  the 
further  development  of  this  branch  of  educational  work. 

A  sum  of  £1,114  has  been  expended  on  the  equipment  and 
maintenance  of  the  Evening  Play  Centres,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
during  the  current  financial  period  £1,650  will  be  required  for  this 
work. 
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For  the  Play  Centres  as  for  Medical  Inspection  and  Provision 
of  Meals,  the  Board  of  Education  contribute  a  grant  not  exceeding 
50  per  cent,  of  the  expenditure. 

The  Loans  outstanding  on  the  31st  March,  1918,  amounted  to 
£958,208,  a  sum  of  £33,600  having  been  repaid  during  the  year. 

In  the  Education  Act  just  passed  provision  is  made  for  con- 
siderable modification  in  the  method  of  calculating  and  paying 
the  grants  for  Education.  Substantive  grants  will  take  the  place 
of  the  various  grants  which  are  now  paid  and  the  minimum  will  be 
not  less  than  50  percent,  of  the  net  ordinary  expenditure  of  the  year. 


In  the  autumn  of  last  year  Education  in  Leeds  lost  an  ardent 
supporter  by  the  death  of  Alderman  F.  Kinder,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Higher  Education  Sub-Committee  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Education  Committee,  who,  since  the  Education  Act  of  1902  came  into 
operation,  had  taken  a  very  active  interest  in  all  educational  devel- 
opments in  the  City.  The  Committee  have  placed  on  record  their 
high  appreciation  of  the  long  and  valuable  services  rendered  by 
Alderman  Kinder  to  the  cause  of  Education  in  Leeds. 

A  new  departure  was  made  in  January  of  this  year  by  the 
establishment  of  a  Joint  Committee  consisting  of  representatives 
of  the  Committee  and  representatives  of  the  Teachers  to  consider, 
in  a  consultative  capacity,  educational  matters  which  may  from 
time  to  time  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Education  Committee  or  by 
the  Leeds  Teachers'  Federal  Council. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  War,  the  Educational  Service  has  under- 
taken considerable  work  arising  from  war  conditions  and,  in  the 
early  part  of  the  present  year,  the  Director  of  Education  was  called 
upon  to  assist  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  the  establishment  and  organi- 
sation of  National  Kitchens  throughout  the  country.  Two  such 
kitchens  have  been  opened  in  Leeds  in  the  organisation  of  which 
the  Domestic  Staff  of  the  Committee  have  given  valuable  assistance. 

In  maintaining  the  high  standard  of  Education  in  Leeds,  the 
Education  Committee  have  been  materially  helped  by  the  Advisory 
and  other  Sub-Committees  connected  with  various  phases  of  edu- 
cational work  in  different  parts  of  the  City  and  by  the  large  staff 
of  teachers,  who,  during  a  period  of  unusual  difficulty,  have  respond- 
ed loyally  to  the  many  calls  on  their  time  and  service.
